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PIRATES CROSS, OCEAN! ARE SUP 


German Submarines Raid the 
New Jersey Coast. 


Fleet of Enemy U-boats Attack Amer- 
ican Shipping in North Atlantic 
Ocean and Several Ships Have 
Been Sent to the Bottom, Though 
All Transports Have Hscaped— 
Seas Are Being Scoured. 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—Germany 
at last has brought her submarine 
warfare to the shores of the United 
States, apparently in a forlorn hope 
of striking telling blows on this side 
of the Atlantic and of drawing home 
some of the American naval forces 
from the war zones where the U-boat 
menace is being slowly, but surely 
strangled to death. ‘ 

In the attacks upon coasting ves- 
sels almost in sight of the New Jer- 
sey shore navy officials see a frantic 
admission from Serlin that the sub- 
marine has failed. American armed 
power is rolling overseas in ever- 
increasing force, despite the utmost 
exertions of the undersea pirates off 
the coasts of Burope. 

Now the raiders have crossed the 
seas and lurked for days near Amer- 
ica’s greatest ports. They no doubt 
were sent to sink transports, but here 
again they failed. Blocked off the 
troopships by convoy craft, they have 
tured in fury against defenceless 
coasters. In all the record of destruc- 
tion they have written, the raiding 
party has struck at no yessels bound 
overseas and therefore armed for a 
fight. Only ships that could not hit 
back have been attacked, The only 
one of half a score of vessels prob- 
ably sent to the bottom that had any 
real military value in ship or cargo 
was an oil tanker. 

Up to a late hour Monday night 
the destruction of five sailing craft 
and the tanker, Herbert L. Pratt, was 
the record of losses officially report- 

‘Sed to the Navy Department. The fate 
of the coastwise liner Carolina, which 
reported by wireless yestercay she 
was being shelled, was still unknown. 
The crews of some of the craft de- 
stroyed have been brought into port 
with a story of 11 days’ imprison- 
ment aboard an enemy submarine. 
During that period scores of troops 
and supply ships have passed in and 
out on the business of crushing the 
German army in France. The U-boat 
found no weak link in the chain of 
armed craft that guarded them. 

Secretary Daniels went to the capi- 
tol during the day to tell members 
of the House Naval Committee that 
the raid was designed to frightea the 
American people into demanding the 
return of war vessels from the other 
side. He gave assurance that Con- 
gress need have no apprehension as 
to the protection of the American 
coast, and that there will be no re- 
call o¢ forces from the war zone.

Allies Continue to Destroy Avi- 
ators of the Enemy. 


British Made Largest Bag During 
the Month of May, and It Is Esti- 
mated That 1:187 Enemy Planes 
Were Destroyed, Which Exceeds 
,Record Set In March by 67. 

LONDON, June 4.-—The Times, in 
an article on aerial bperations Satur- 
day, says: : 

~“Up to Friday night, 1,137 air-

Of the 222 allied airplanes claimed 
by the Germans, they have not put 
in a claim for five British machines 
reported missing last night, but this 
number is included in the total of 
971 down on the western front. 

“Of the enemy machines account- 
ed for.by the British, 378 were de- 
stroyed in combat, 95 were driven 
out of control and 155, seven of 
which fell within our lines, were 
brought down by gunfire. Four oth- 
ers also were forced to land within 
our lines, 

“Eleven German observation bal- 
loons also were destroyed curing the 
month, 

“The number of British airplanes 


-Teported missing in the same period 


is 126, inclusive of thore which fail- 
ed to return after raids over Ger- 
many. In March 155 of our machines 
were reported missing and the total 
number of German machines account- 
ed for was 590, iacluding two Gothas 
which raided the ‘Paris area. 

“French airmen and gunners in 
May placed to their credit 234 Ger- 
mau airplanes and thirteen balloons. 
Of the airplanes 100 were destroyed 
when fighting, 19 fell targets to the 
aim of gunners and 115 were driven 
down seriously damaged. 

“The German figure of 222 allied 
machines is one more than is claim- 
ed in the daily reports from the Ger- 
man main headquarters in March. 

“British airmen on the [Italian 
front maintained a fine record of as- 
cendancy over the Austrian air ser- 
vice. The _ British: fliers destroyed 
48 enemy machines and two balloons 
with a loss to themselves of only two 
airplanes. They have now destroyed 
157 Austrian airplanes since they 
went to Italy at the end of November 
and their losses for the same period 
are only fifteen machines. In addi- 
tion to the 48 machines destroyed 
by the British airmen, the Italians 
in May accounted for 68 of the en- 
emy, while the Austrians claim to 
have destroyed in the same period 
four allied airplanes. 

“In Macedonia seventeen enemy 
machines were destroyed and eight 
allied airplanes were reported to 
have met the same fate.”

KARLRRUHE IS ATTACKED. 


Over a Ton of Projectiles Dropped on 
German City: 


LONDON, June 4, — Another air 
raid on Karlsruhe has been made by 
British air squadrons, according to 
the official statement.on aerial oper- 
ations, which reads: 

“Our airplanes and balloons again 
carried out much successful work 
yesterday. During the morning our 
long-distance bombing machines 
crossed the Rhine and in spite of 
strong opposition from enemy air- 
eraft dropped over a ton of bombs 
on ihe station and workshops at 
Kurisruhe. One machine engaged in 
this raid failed to return. 

“Another group of our airplanes 
have dropped a ton of bombs on the 
raiiway triangle of Metz-Sablons with 
good effect and without losses. Dur- 
ing the course of the duy 31 tons of 
bombs were dropped on different tar- 
gets behind the enemy lines. 

“Twenty German machines were 
destroyed in air fighting and six 
were driven down out of control. 
One other hostile machine was shot 
down by anti-aircraft fire. One of 
our machines is missing. 

“During last night 16 tons of 
bombs were dropped by us on tar- 
gets in enemy territory. Six tons 
were dropped on the Bruges docks 
and on the Zeebrugge-Bruges Canal.

There are no hotels, but many board- 
ing houses with French cooking and 
a friendly greeting. St. Pierre has 
had a French chapel since 1689, and 
now has a half dozen. This modest 
seaport is on a treeless rock four 
miles long and six hundred feet above 
the level of the Atlantic, and is mark- 
ed by jagged cliffs and a ragged sea 
line. 

In this French colony one can sec 
men and women, wearing the old cos- 
tumes of ‘hie peasants back in Brit- 
tany. They wear wooden shoes. Oxen 


with sheepskins drawn over their 
great carved yokes, draw their 
huge loaded waggons  solemualy. 


There are carts drawn by dogs just 
as in Holland, except that the dogs 
are the glossy, black breed from 
Newfoundland. 

In August, 1914, when war was 
declared, St. Pierre sent nearly five 
hundred of her sturdiest men over 
to France to help defend the home 
country. This stripped the colony of 
her best manhood. France, not want- 
ing to weaken this already weak 
colony, sent them back home. There 
was one who did not come back— 
Lieut. E. Benatre, a lawyer, but a 
veteran who wore the ribbon of the 
Legion of Honer. Although he was 
fifty years old and the father of ten 
children, he said his country needed 
officers for the army, and he remain- 
ed to fight in the trenches. 

St. Pierre is the greatest smus- 
gling centre on the earth. It has a 
well organized system of illicit trad- 
ing. Opium is smuggled to New York 
and Boston, cognac is smuggled to 
the Maine sea board, and whisky is 
smuggled to Cape Breton and up the 
St. Lawrence river. The Governments 
of the United States, Canada and 
Newfoundland have tried for years 
to stamp it out, but it still thrives. 
Smuggling is passively acquiesced in 
by St. Pierre autho‘ities. A British 
consul is not permitted there, because 
his presence would be a deterrent to 
the traffic, An American consul some 
years ago was £0 active a particl- 
pant in it that he had to be renioved. 
A Newfoundland agent sent to St. 
Pierre was mobbed’ and had to flee 
for his life. A few years ago a 
French customs eommissioner was 
burned in effigy and was forced to 
embark under un escort of gea- 
darmes, becaise it was thought he 
had given ‘nformation to Canada of 
the smugglers’ doings.

The members of Stefansson’s 2x 
pedition owe their lives to Capiain 
Bernier, wo established a cache at 
Winter Harbor. When he arrived in 
Canada Captain Bernier told of the 
logs of the Percesien and of his res- 
cue from the sinking ship 800 miles 
off the coast of Ireland. 

The Percesien was ove of a convoy 
of eighteen vessels going from this 
side of the Atlantic to England. 

For four days Captain Bernier and 
the seamen of the Percesien battled 
with high seas and snow squalls, The 
heavy seas washed the cabin away 
apd destroyed two lifeboats. Then 
the steering gear became unamanage- 
able and the pumps in the engine- 
room were choked with coal, All 
hands were ordered to the pumps to 
keep the vessel afloat, 

The water made stead, inroads as 
the gale increased and, finally, the 
fires were extinguished and the elec- 
etric lights put out. 

Distress signals were hoisted and 
were observed by one of the ships 
in the convoy—the Lord Arne, of 
Belfast—the officers on that ship tak- 
ing the signals at first for a sub- 
marine. At last their signals were 
recognized and the mate and seamen 
of the Lord Arte ent to the rescue 
of Captain Bernier.

Dominion Will Give $2800,000 to Aid 

( the Provinces- 

The acreage in Western Canada 
this year will be the largest ever cul- 
tivated, and every province in the 
Dominion is planning to greatly in- 
crease the production of food, ac- 
cording to official reports to the Gov- 


ernment, The Prime Minister recent- 
ly gave Parliament an idea of what 
has already been accomplished with 
a view to providing foodstuffs for the 
allies. He said the services of Dr. 
J. W. Robertson had been secured 
to represent the Food Board in the 
five eastern provinces. He had been 
in consultation with the Provincial 
Departments of Agriculture. Hon. 
Charles Dunning had personally tak- 
en charge of the work in the western 
provinces, The work of these gentle- 
men might be summarized as 
follows: 

Ontario aims to secure organiza- 
tion, down to county and municipal 
committees, particularly to assist in 
labor supplies and distribution, and 
to bring home directly to the indi- 
vidual farmer the need of the great- 
est possible effort. Quebec aims to 
secure similar organization, and 
produce enough wheat to feed her- 
self, and to greatly increase megt 
animals, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick have the same objective; also, 
in each of these provinces the effort 
will be to produce enough coarse 
grains to meet their ‘own require- 
mems for animal feed. 

Alberta is divided into sixteen dis- 
tricts and efforts are being made 
to insure supplies of seed, to find 
out what help is necessary, to secure 
tenants for unoccupied land, to ar- 
range definitely with farmers for the 
breaking of new areas of their hold- 
ings for the 1919 crop. A Provincial 
Labor Bureau had been established, 
and the work is being assisted gen- 
erally by public meetings. In Sas- 
katchewan more than two hundred 
meetings have been arranged, and 
steps have been taken to secure all 
available labor from towns and cities 
for the farms. Manitoba’s plans are 
practically the same as those of Sas- 
katchewan. British Columbia sends 
no report yet, except in a general 
way, but everyone is alive to the 
need, and putting forth as great an 
effort as possible. 

The reports stated that the acre- 
age in Western Canada this year 
would be the largest ever planted, 
and as much land as possible is to 
be broken during the present year. 

Sir Robert announced that, with 
the approval of the Cabinet Council, 
financial assistance had been promis- 
ed to the various provinces as fol- 
lows: Ontario, $60,000; Quebec, 
$60,000; Nova Scotia, $30,000; New 
Brunswick, $25,000; Prince Edward 
Island, $5,000; Manitoba, $25,000; 
British Columbia, $15,000; Saskatch- 
ewan, $35,000, and Alberta, $25,000.

Canadian Shipbuilding. 


Details of the Canadian Govern- 
ment’s plan for assisting in meeting 
the need of the allies for merchant 
ships were given by Sir Robert Bor- 
den in the course of a speech in the 
House of Commons. Already much 
has been done in the Dominion by 
the Imperial Munitions Board. Orders 
have been placed by the In‘perial 
Munitions Board for 43 steel ships, 
with an aggregate tonnage of 211,- 
300 tons, and 46 wooden vessels, 
witb a total tonmage of 128,400 tons. 
The total value of these vessels is 
$64,500,000; twelve shipyards are 
now working on orders from the Im- 
perial Munitions Board and their 
capacity is being brought up to ap- 
proximately 250,000 tons a year. 

Berths vacated by the completion 
of ships ordered by the Munitions 
Board will be utilized at once by the 
Dominion Government. Four eargo 
steamers with a total. tonnage of 
23,500 tons are to be completed and 
placed in commission this year. Next 
year, however, 50 steel ships are to 
be constructed. For the present year 
the Government has authorized by 
order-in-Council an expenditure of 
$25,000,000 «ao shipbuilding. During 
his speech the Prime Minister ex- 
pressed his thanks to the United 
States Government for its action in 
providing that the Canadian Govern- 
ment might obtain in that country 
80,000 tons of ship plates and angles 
to meet shipbwilding requirements 
for this year. These materials are to 
be supplied at the same prices at 
whieh they are supplied to the Unit- 
ed States Government. The Prime 
Minister also told of the efforts be- 
ing made by the Government to bring 
about the establishment of a mill for 
the rolling of steel ship plates and 
angles in Canada in order to supply 
requirements in 1919 smd in suc- 
ceeding years.
